For to lay down all me Rules of 
our Orthography wou'd be adifficulr and laborieus 
Employment, and if that were done, it woud 
at laft perhaps be fooner attained by Obfervation 
and Pradtice shan by Arc. fn every rational {an- 
guage, Orthography oughr to be the Rule of Pro- 
nunciation, or Pronunciation that of Orthography ; 
and every Lerrer in a Word ought to have a diftinc 
and conftant Sound. But in our Language there 
is a vaft Difference between our Writing and 
Speaking, and the Obfervation which Sir Thomas 
Smith made long ago of the F exch Language, dos 
in fome Degree hold true of ours, that it is rmep- 
tiffime confufa, alias ad faftidiurm otiofis fuffartta lit- 
erm; alias ad mendicitasem inops & jejuna ; nun- 
quam fili eonftans, © rari vitiont conjona, Wt was 
expected, that in the 4o Years Labor which the 
Learned Gentlemen of tke French Academy {pent 
in the Retormation of their Language, this moft 
egregious Abule of it woud have been remedied ; 
but after all rheir Noife ard Vanity about it we 
tind it ftill continue, inthis Ref{pect, the moft Fool- 
ith, Inconfittent and Confuled Language in Europe, 
and perhaps in the World, It is true that as <o 
our own Language feveral Learned Perfons have 
taken much Pains about regulating the Orthogra. 
phy of it, the moft Ingenious attemp: of which 
kind we take to be Dr. Holder's Treatife Of the E- 
lements of Speech, which is well worth any Curi- 
ous Readers Perufal. Bur fo invincib'e is general 
Cuftom, thar we ftill retain the fame Errors and 
Incongruities in our Writing, which are {0 often 
complained of by Learned Men; nor mutt we ex- 
pect a Reformation ull Encouraged by Authority.
